PITTSBURG, Fa., June 13.—The settlement 
of the coal strike at Columbus by the agree- 
ing upon a scale was received with «reat 
satisfaction among all classes of people, al- 
though some operators and miners are not 
pleased with the compromise. Many oper- 
ators who opposed the compromise 
say they will not abide by the 
result, dat {it is the general opinion 
among friendly operators that the agree- 
ment will putanend to the importation of 
non-union men by the operators in the thick 
vein district for the reason that the hiring of 
deputies will be too expensive, when coal be- 
gine to decline in price, as it unques- 
tionabdly will, when mining is resumed at a 
number of collieries. The friendly operators 
have already begun preparations to resume, 
and in a few days their mines will be run- 
ning. 

Organiser Harris saysthe settlement is a 
disappointment tothe miners, and while he 
does not expect them to refuse work at the 
new rates, they will regard the movement as 
unsuccessful.

THE DUFFY CASE.

His Sentence Virtually Affirmed by 
the State Supreme Oourt. 


Jzerrersow CitTr, Mo., Jane 12.—In the su-; 
preme Court, Division No. 2, twenty opinions 
were handed down. At the last sitting of 
the court the State moved, in the case of the 
State vs. Duffy, City of st. 
Louis, charged with criminal assayit 
upon Mrs. Rose, that an order issue, 
sending back the transcript of the 
records for correction and rectification to 
this court. This was to-day ordered, It will 
be remembered that after the case was ar- 
gued in the Supreme Oourt the Attorney- 
General discovered that the indictment 
had been altered, and charged that 
Duffy’s counsel did this in the interest of his 
client. Judge Edmunds and Ofreult attorney 
Zachrits made affidavit that the indictment 
had been altered without their knowledge 
and after the charge to the jury had 
been given. The court's order in. this case 
is equivalent to a cofirmation of Duffy's sen- 


tence, which is toa term of afteen years’ 


imprisoament in the penitentiary. 

In the case of the State rel. Michaci M. 
Kane vs. W. B. Johnson, Oomptrolier 
of the city of St. Joseph, an 
opinidn!of some importance was handed 
down. Theissue was whether or not the 
salaries of ‘‘appointive’’ officers could be in- 
creased or decreased during term of office. 
The Court holds that the tenure of office Being 
dependent upon the will ot the appointive 
power, it is not contrary to the constitution 
that the officer’s salary should be increased 
or decreased by the power which created 
him. 

This opens the gate to unlimited favorit- 
ism if the appointive power is disposed to 


exercise this right.

clothes, at ods, hats, caps, furnishing 
noods. 7 boots, shoes, hardware, 
furniture, 2 or groceries, or any one or 
more of said articles, onthe Orst day of the 
week, commonly Called Sunday. This or- 
dinance shall not be held to i the 
opening of stores for the saie and delivery of 
meats and groceries on Sunday up to the 
hour of Wo’clock in the forenoon ot each 
Sunday during the months ofJune, July, 
August and September of each year. 

Barber shops are requred to be closed at 
10 o’clock Sunday morning. The penalty for 
violating any provision of the ordinance isa 
fine of from 88 to $100,

rest and fell asleep. A freight train came 
along and struck him. His injuries may 
prove fatal. 


CAMBRIEN CHIEF WRECKED. 


A Rescue Farty of Five Lost Sight Of by 
the Dee. 

San FRANCISCO, June 12.—Word has been 
received of the dismasting of the British 
ship Cambrien Chief oft the South American 
Coast. The Cambrien Chief was on der way 
from Neweastie for Ooquimbo, whence she 
was to sail for San Francisco. 

Capt. Thomas’ wife and two children were 
brought to Valparaiso in the British ship 
Dee on May 12. Eleven of the wrecked ship’s 
men accompanied the lady. 

When the first boat load of survivors was 
picked up by the Dee five of the latter’s crew 
volunteered to pull southward for the bal- 
ance of the Chief’s men. Night came on and 
all trace of the rescue party was lost sight 
of. The Dee was obligedto take advantage 
ofa freshening breeze and put into Valpa- 
raiso with those who had heen saved. At 
Valparaiso noshing has been heard of the 
OCambrien Chief nor the five men in the life- 
boat. The general opinion is that Capt. 
Thomas and the nine men got into the life- 
boat and attempted to make the Dee, but lost 
her in the darkness.

The happiest man in Missouri over the 
big victory of Bland in the Democratic 
State Convention was not Bland himself, 
nor any other Democrat, but Col. R. T 
Van Horn, editor of the Kansas City 
Journal, the father and veteran leader of 
the Republican party of Missouri.
